4NNUAL MEETINGS OF CITRUS 


ASSOCIATIONS HELD LAST WEEK 


The Distinguishing Mark of A Complete and 


Superior Laundry Service 


If there is any interesting literature being produced in the 


Covina valley, it certainly is being found in the annual reports 
f the fruit shipping associations, for they tell the story of the 
vhole year's endeavor. 


The reports of the Charter Oak Citrus association, the Co- 
rina Orange Growers association and the Covina Citrus asso- 
iation, read at their anmial meetings held on Friday, Saturday 
tnd Monday last, are all of those human documents that tell the 
itory of prosperity better than claims of manufactured boost 
iterature, and those who will study them will have a fair 
tnowledge of what the coining year will bring forth in business 
n this locality. 


CHARTER OAK 


The annual meeting of the Char- 


er Oak Citrus association, held on 
Friday last, was attended by a very 
arge percentage of the membership 
)olonging to the organization. The 
report submitted by its manager, 
William Hoogendyk, and its secre- 
ary, R. H. Middleton, was of a most 
exhaustive 
character. 
The 
total 


number of packed boxes of navels 
shipped during the year was 92,111, 
netting the growers $268,220.54, or 
in average per packed box of $2.911. 
The Valencia crop aggregated 74,- 
)85 packed boxes, netting the grow- 
ers $305,509.22, or an average per 
packed box of $4.071. With other 
varieties and culls and small sizes, 
there was a total output from the 
'louse of 171,122 packed boxes. The 
total pack amounted to 370 cars of 
462 packed boxes each, the total 
returns for the year being $580,- 
277.79. These returns are the larg- 
est received by the growers of this 
organization since the year 1919-20. 


In reviewing the past season, the 


secretary's report states that the 
crop which has been marketed has 
been the third best paying1 crop that 
the association has ever experienc- 
ed. 


At noon, as is customary, a splen- 


did dinner was served in the base- 
ment of the packing house to the 
members and their families, the din- 
ner being furnished by Warner, 
Whitsel & company of this city. 


In the afternoon, F. H. Hutchin, 


general manager of the Fruit Grow- 
ers' Supply company, delivered an 
interesting address. Three reels of 
motion pictures were shown, dealing 
with the large lumbering interests 
of the supply company at Hilt and 
Susanville. These pictures were ex- 
plained in detail by D. S. Painter, 
manager of extension service of the 
supply company. 


Mr. C. P. Colver, who has served 


the association as director for many 
years, 
tendered 
his 
resignation, 


which 
was 
reluctantly 
accepted. 


This vacancy was filled by the elec- 
tion of Mr. W. J. Worsham. All 
other members of the board were re- 
elected. The board consists of Wil- 
liam Bowring, president; Charleg E. 
Paige, vice-president; W. H. Collins, 
A. O. Hayes, W. Fields, F. B. Kurd, 
W, J. Worsham, with R. H. Middle- 
ton secretary and William Hoogen- 
dyk general manager. 


COVINA ORANGE GROWERS 
The annual meeting of the Covina 


Orange Growers' association was 
held on Saturday morning, and as a 
large portion of the membership de- 
sired to attend the Covina-Venice 
football game to be held at Venice, 
the business was rushed through and 
an adjournment taken at 11:30. The 
most important matter which was 
under discussion was the adoption 
of a two-pool system for navels, 
which 
carried after 
considerable 


discussion. The policy of the house 
during the past year has been a one- 
pool navel shipment and two pools 
of valcncias. The two pools for val- 
encias will continue during the com- 
ing year. A very interesting report 
was submitted by the manager, Mr. 
C. E. Crawford. The net returns for 
fruit showed navels f.o.b. averaged 
per box $3.23; miscellaneous varie- 
ties f.o.b., average price per box 
$2.82; valencias f.o.b. average per 
box $4.74. 


In anelyzing the returns for the 


season, the packing house manager 
stated that the association had less 
heated orchards and more frosted 
fruit to handle. By reason of this 
fact, it was compelled to ship 38 per 
cent of the navel crop during the 
month of January while other houses 
were holding off. The management 
closed its remarks by stating that 
more of the acreage must be pro- 
tected by heating so as to take ad- 
vantage of the market conditions, 
to prevent the shipment of question- 
able fruit. The gross income for the 
year was $309,425.10. 


The former board was unanimous- 


ly re-elected, with C. E. Crawford 
as secretary and general manager. 
The members of the board are: A. 
R. Evans, president; L. H. Harris, 
first vice; J. O. Houser, second vice; 
H. M. Houser, treasurer; C. E. Craw- 
ford, secretary and manager; S. S. 
Aschenbrenner, George Aschcnbren- 
ner, Ralph. A. White, Frank L. Hep- 
ner, John A. Koch, C. O. Buller, and 
William Griffiths. 


cents higher than the valcncias, 
while in all other years the valen- 
cias ran higher, ranging in differ- 
ence from $.24 to $2.46 per box. The 
average f.o.b. prices for the past 
ten years wore $2.7(5 for navels and 
$3.82 for valencias. 


The secretary reported approxi- ' 


ninthly 950 acres protected by heat- 
ers, of which 700 acres are equipped 
with oil burners and 250 with bri- 
quets. The second 100,000 gallon oil 
storage tank has just been complet- 
ed, giving a storage capacity for 
oil of 235,000 gallons. 1190 acres 
have been fumigated during the past 
year. 


C. E. Myers gave an interesting 


•talk on the wonderful progress made 
by the Exchange Orange Products 
company and its returns to growers 
for culls. Dana C. King, manager of 
the sales department of the Fruit 
Growers' Exchange, and C. S. Mil- 
liken, manager of the growers' ser- 
vice bureau of the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange, gave half-liour 
talks on the work of their depart- 
ments. F. L. Douglas presented a 
chart of his grove, illustrating by 
colors the efficiency of every tree. 
Mr. Douglas stated that it was his 
purpose to make this record for 
four successive years, and to use it 
in 
eliminating all trees 
of 
the 
'' boarder'' variety. 
The closing 


item on the program was the three- 
reel motion film of the lumbering 
and boxing industry by the Supply 
company. 


The following board of directors 


was unanimously re-elected for the 
ensuing year; Harry Gordon, P. H. 
Maurer, C. E. Myers, J. R. Elliott, 
W. J. Evans, A. E. Hurst, B. F. 
Thorpe, A. M. Seeley, and Edwin 
Jobe. Roy E. McKay was retained 
as manager.
